60 large electric cranes allegedly for use in the harbors of Galati, Braila, 
and Constanta, REHMER also asked if Siemens could supply two very large 
electric motors, Specifications for one of these motors were as follows; 
3,000 volts, 3,000 hp, at 70-90 revolutions per minute, capable of an initial 
pull at 100 percent above the rated horsepower, Specifications for the second 
motor, which was to be ¥,000 hpyswere similar. EERE Comnent: These motors, 
which are unobtainable in Austria, are undoubtedly wanted for use in harbor 
installations, probably in the USSR.)
